Meantime, Harvey Schwcndlman. stale

While all this confusion la being battled 
out on the home front, another development 
presents itself to further gum up the picture. 
-Certain smart' California dealers an

' i_ mum celling price on potatoes. It shows the 
ingenuity ot some of these operators In 
; evading price regulations, and It's a good 
example of how bureaucracy makes for 
chlselbig and why the chlselers are gradually 
■' driving the bureaucrats nuta. 
r: 1 The story begins with Maximum Price Reg- 
ulatlon No. 271, MPR 271 sets specified dol- 
■ ' lars and conts ceiling prices on potatoes at 
the country shipper level, packed and loaded 
■■■ on n carrier, plus specified fixed markups lor 
transportation to market, plus wholesalers' 
and retailers' profits, giving In the end a 
rrmiiXImunlTirlcu fur uunsumers. But at the be^ 
ginning, the celling is on F. 0. B. price at the 
"■ growers' shipping point. 
;! Out in the California potato country, cer- 
- tain slick individuals read over this regula- 
:'tlon and said to themselves: "Hmraramml" 
;.What_wp3_ to prevent them from buying po- 
• tatoes in the ground? There Isn't any price 
_celllng on potatoes in the ground.. So why 
couldn't they buy the potatoes before they 
wore dug. before tbey were sacked, before 
-,— they, we re- loaded -on- a -truck, or freight 
at tlfi; country shipper's P. 0. B. point? They 
could pay the farmer above the celling price 
fl(htch would make him happy. They could 
even bypass the wholeoalcrs" markup, sell 
directly to the consumer at celling prices if 
necessary, or at sMck market prices If that 
looked more profitable. And, wJth potatoes to 
sell, how the money would roll in! 

Legally, this isn't wrong perhaps, but it's a 
technical evasion of O P A regulations, 
prompted only by greed and the most vicious 
kind of war profiteering at the expense of the 
potato-consuming public. But what can be 
^one^iibotit it? 
pPA officials decide to issue an "Interpre- 

■ tatlon" of the order, which would stop fur- 
ther sales of potatoes In the ground at hlgher 

■ than celling prices. Just to play safe, they 
issue a revision of MPR 271 to tighten up 
this and other loop-holes In the original 
potato order. 

Then OPA lawyers send this revised draft 
over, to the food distribution administration 
(the bureau that scoffed at predictions of a 
shortage) for a final checkup. FDA potato 
experts keep it a couple of days and then 
_ scndjt back with a. lot ot reasons why the 
revised order Is no good, together with a lot 
of suggestion^ as to what will have to be 
done to make the order workable. 
Eventually it will be worsted out, but here

The privileges ot the tree enterprise system are 
precious' to farmers and to all other dtlrens, and 
represent one ot the basic principles for which wo 
are tlghUng, Wo willingly surrender some ol tlicso 
freedoms to tha first essential of winning the war. 
Ill we must remember that they are priceless and 
lusi bo relumed to us after the war. 
Farmers can't retain these privileges for tlie buslitcu 
of farming unless Uio same rlghu of private enter- 
prise aro to bo had by oUiers. Tliere are many advo- 
cates of soclaliuilon and regimentation ot all busi- 
nesses, large and small — the railroad and the cross- 
roads storekeeper, the public utility and tha tamUy- 
farm owner, the big lniunin£e company uid the "Uitie ' 
man", who owns k policy — a system which tends to 
destroy Individual Initiative and Incentive.

Proscculor Everett M. Sweeley and 
Bherllf Warren Lowcry Jointly on- 
nbunetd that "EweclGy loids" will 
be distributed lo farm en and stock- 
men over the county. 

The eweeley load. Invented by 
the proJecutor and looked on with 
high favor by military aulhorlUea 
ond peace officers. In fired from a 
shplgun. and ureatly cnhsnces the 
lethal ellect of that weapon. Con- 
sbllng or a half -dozen lead elusa. 
rather than the moro tiumcrouJ anff 
smaller spherical pellets of the or- 
dinary load, this load makti a shot- 
gun virtually the equivalent of e 
halt-doien high-powered rifles al 
a lansB tonilderably exceeding liial 
of the regular shotgun' toid.

The shells may bo obtained 
throuiih application at the olflce ot 
Sheriff Uiwery. who will piss 
the need of Uiose applying. In gen- 
eral, they wilt be available lo any- 
one with poultry or other farrn 
llvcstoclt to protect. Those applying 
Riuit fumlih rcirular aholgun sheila 
ot tha site desired — 13, IS or 30- 
gauji. Bvteeley then ■wVU rmiove ttii 
shot and reload with the lead sIues, 
which equal the weight ot the 
Ehot remored. The proaeculor eaid 
he will do the n-ork free ot charge, 
and the only cost to the farmer 
receiving Ihe ihelli -will be a few 
cents' per shell to defray actual 
expense of .{f loading.

The witchcraft .days ol Salem are 
Indeed a tlack mar on the history ol 
community founded to secure ■ ' 
and freedom ot action. 

Still reraeeullooi 
surso wn of tlie .prcaent day 
■ould not think of audi loollsluicss 
-as-w I lohe rntt-butrwe-con-devbe-and- 
do concoct Just a.1 bitter forms ol 
persecution. Take for example 
ircalmenl ot the Negro. Hall ot 
naUon Is disposed Ui treat tlio Negro 
1 grudging tolerance, while 
t ot the country consider him 
animal, lo be exploited and 
'orked as a beaat of burden. Many 
f us are prejudiced « gainst any 
group that doesli't alind tor Just 
what we do. And we are suppoaed ' 
be more enlightened than were t 
early, aotUen of this counlo'. 

We used think that the west 
had a monopoly on. the mlnfl-your- 
own-buihiess etuft. In other wonls, 
the west offered a maximum of free- 
dom. But today-the Intlux ot eastern 
Yankees has made the west as cur- 
ious aa any ot the_rc3t of us. And 
now that wo are at war the govern- 
ment li as curloua as can be. 

But to get back to this democracy 
hualness. The mom of a Jackpot a 
country gets Into, tlie more regula- 
Uon you have to have. And U war 
lan'i a Jackpot Ifa something worse 
yet. Bo we have to have quite a bit 
ot regulation, and one regulation 
calla tor another qntll the process 
becomes aort oi a governmental 
strangulation, and man's freedom 
disappears aa U by magic But It 
doesn't coma back aa it by magic 
when the need lor regulation is 
poaL ■ ■ 

Long Struggle Back 
It wlU be a long, struggle back 
from all the red tape which we now 
tlnd .60 necessary. If n bit ol ad- 
vantage Is seen In :thls regulation 
by aome particular group they will 
not care to have U removed. And 
here la a danger. The hope of tlie 
country may well rest with the tarm 
croup, which has been the most 
democratic group In the nnUon. We
